WOMEN MAY VOTE THIS YEAR 


Superintendent Buell Speaks to the 


Art League on "The 
School 


Out of Politics." 


Teachers In the public schools will 


relieve many of the women of tl\e 
city of the bother of registering their 
names next Tuesday In order 
that 
they may vote on the school questions 
at he coming election In 
November. 
Each teacher will prepare as com- 
plete a list of names as possible In 
her territory and these lists will be 
given to the boards of registration. 
This Is the plan that has been pro- 


posed by people who have the Inter- 
ests of the school system at heart 
and who feel that the question has 
not been sufficiently agitated so that 
women realize their rights, 
their 


privileges and their duty In this cam- 
paign. 
It Is thought that many wo- 


men (io not know that they are en- 
titled to vote and that those who do 
are not Inclined to regard the mat- 
ter seriously. 
To many voting Is a 


bugbear and they dismiss It from 
their minds without a thought. 


To Interest Women 
It Is hoped by those Interested that 


this Indifference will be dispelled be- 
fore election day and that the women 
will awaken to the fact that the right 
of suffrage Imposes a' duty on them. 
In order that these women may be 
duly registered without Inconvenience 
to them the school teachers will as- 
sume a large part of the burden. 


By the registration laws, personal 


registration 
Is not required 
next 
Tuesday, but on the second day. Tues- 
day. Oct. 21. voters must register per- 
sonally or by affidavit. 


Endorsed By Art League 


The offer of the school teauliers 
was proposed before the Janesvllle 
Art League by Stipt.
